January Total, 41,885, 
Was 16,855 Ahead 
Of Year Ago

Minneapolis, Feb. 10.—The 
Chevrolct Motor Company deliv- 
ered 41,885 cars during January, 
as compared with approximately 
25,000 in January of last’ year, 


according to the announcement 
of. R. H. Grant, vice-president 


and general sales manager, who 
is here conducting a sales meet- 
ing in connection with the Twin 
City Automobile Show. 

“Chevrolet produced for domes 
tic consumption in January 590,000 
cars,” continued Mr. Grant. “Its 
total production for Canada, Unit- 
ed States and export was 73,000 
Chevrolet expects to produce 83,000 
cars in February and 100,000 cars 
in March.” 

The meetings here are arranged 
for 1,000 Chevrolet dealers from 
Minnesota, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Montana and parts of Wis- 
consin.

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To Ease the License Jam 


NE of the real annoyances of owning a car in these days 
of universal motoring is the trouble usuaily encoun- 
tered in getting a license, particularly a first license to 
operate the vehicle. In many states today it is necessary to 
pass an examination demonstrating one’s fitness to drive. 
‘ihis means appearing at a given place at a given time and 
finding a long line of other applicants waiting. A harassed 
inspector finally reaches the embryo driver and takes him 
for a drive around the block, after which he must submit 
to a written test to show his knowledge of the law, and 
finally a license is issued. As a general thing, the applicant 
loses half.a day at least in going through this formality. At 
best it is a cumbersome and ineffective procedure to accom- 
plish what should be easy and simple. 

In a recent recommendation sent out to all motor vehicle 
commissioners throughout the country, Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover made some interesting suggestions for reliev- 
ing this situation. He urges that a uniform operator’s 
license law be placed on the statute books of all states and 
that various public officials in every town and village be 
designated to examine applicants and issue permits. Mr. 
Hoover would authorize sheriffs, chiefs of police, town mar- 
shals and city clerks. Also he would deputize one or more 
reputable garage operators or automobile dealers to conduct 
examinations and ‘grant permits. 

This plan has many favorable angles. It would relieve 
the motor car public of vexation and delay. It would relieve 
the rnotor vehicle commissioner’s office of a great deal of 
detail work and would release inspectors for other and more 
important activities. 

Obviously the plan would have to be carefully worked 
out to prevent the growing up of certain evils. Unless this 





local issuance of permits were carefully checked up, it might! 


make it easy for rum runners, criminals and 
whose licenses have been revoked fer cause 
licenses in another town or state from the one in which they 
had been operating. Asa matter of fact, however, criminals 
do just that now, in spite of the precautions, and there is no 
reason why there should be any increase in improperly 
issued permits under the propesed law. 

Weighed in the balance, the convenience that would be 
insured under the Hoover plan, with proper safeguards, 
would outweigh any danger of improper licensing. Certainly 
something has got to be done to relieve the present situation. 

Chevrolet production is now up to 4,000 vehicles per 
jay. Ford is probably producing as many. The total out- 
put of these two American companies is greater than that 
of the entire automotive industry of the world outside of 
the United States. England, for instance, will produce this 
year about 250,000 motor cars, and France not as many. 

While on the witness stand recently, John W. Prentiss, 
the New York banker, remarked that there is no such thing 
as an automobile saturation point. Many experts have come 


to this same conclusion, but Mr. Prentiss’ statement is given 
extra force from the fact that he had just offered one 
billion dollars for a single company in the automotive indus- 
ary.

While it is true that by shipping 
cars with equipment of this kind it 
increases the factory list price, it 
will probably be readily confirmed 
that so far as the ultimate buyer

tory equipment is lower than with 


lecal dealer equipment, owing to 
the difference in quantity prices 
standardization, etc. 


This corporation feels that every 
co-operation and consideration 
should be given to the various ac- 
ressory jobbers and dealers 
throughout the United States who 
naturally prefer the opportunity to 
deal direct with our distributors 
and deaiers.
